Low  electri¬ 
cal  bid  went  to  Brayton  Elec¬ 
tric  of  Waverly  for  $16,466. 
Total  of  the  three  lowest  bids 
is  about  $70,000  less  than  the 
oiiginial  estimate.  As  a  result, 
the  loan  from  the  Federal  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Home  Administration 
has  been  reduced  by  about  $35,- 
000. 

Besides  doubling  the  'space  for 
the  dining  ball  and  lounges, 
the  post  office  will  he  enlarged, 
the  recreation  room  will  he  re¬ 
located  and  enlarged  a'nd  the 
present  recreation  room  wUl  be¬ 
come  part  of  the  new  Den.

1,162  Here  This  Year 

New  students  numbering  423 
are  at  Wartburg  this  year, 
■brin'ginig  the  enrollment  to  a 
total  of  1,162,  according  to  Di¬ 
rector  of  Admissions  Fred 
Thompson. 

Several  foreign  students  'are 
included.  They  come  from  Den¬ 
mark,  Leopoldville,  Kenya,  Iran 
and  West  Germany. 

Also  included  in  this  year’s 
enroUment  are  16  transfers 
from  Waldorf  Junior  College  to 
add  to  the  9  who  came  last 
year.  There  'are  approximately 
forty  transfer  students  in  'all. 

“We  are  quite  satisfied  with 
the  enrollment  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  most  other  coUeges 
are  seeing  a  drop-off  in  fresh¬ 
man  enroUiment  this  year,’’  said 
Thompson.

20  with  the  master  Soviet 
pianist,  Jakov  Fliere.  Generally 
considered  one  of  the  three 
great  Russian  master  pianists, 
Fliere  is  scheduled  to  make  his 
American  debut  with  the  New 
York  PhUbarmonic  Orchestra 
in  October  under  the  direction 
of  Leonard  Bernstein. 

Fliere  was  graduated  from 
Moscow  Conservatory  in  1933 
and  joined  the  institution  as  a 
professor  in  1938.  He  has  been 
awarded  many  honors  by  the 
U.S.S.R.,  including  the  title  of 
Honored  Art  Worker. 

Known  primarily  for  his  play¬ 
ing  of  ro'm'antic  music,  Fliere^ 
has  a'lso  been  praised  for  his 
interpretations  of  the  repertotie' 
from  B'ach  through  Prokofiev. 

Ap'pearing  on  Oct.  27  wUl  be' 
the  Texas  Boys’  Choir.  Twenty- 
six  young  cowboys  from  Fort 
Worth,  Tex.,  make  up  this 
spirited  choir.  Under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  George  Bragg,  they 
offer  a  program  ranging  from, 
church  music  to  lively  Texas, 
folk  songs. 

Addin'g  color  is  the  variety  of 
costumes  they  wear  for  their 
numbers.  They  wear  medieval 
vestments  of  crim'son  for  their 
opening  religious  songs.  Then 
switching  to  choirboy  robes,, 
they  offer  a  series  of  mad¬ 
rigals.  FinaRy,  dressed  in  full 
cowboy  'Costume,  they  conclude 
their  program. 

Some  150  boys,  chosen 
through  auditions  held  twice 
yearly,  constitute  the  basic 
Texas  Boys'  Choir,  from 
which  the  concert  choir  is 
chosen.  Their  voices  and  dis¬ 
ciplined  ensemble  singing 
have  earned  them  a  world¬ 
wide  reputation  comparable 
to  that  of  the  boys'  choirs  of 
England  and  Germany. 

Moscow  Chamber  Orchestra, 
imder  the  dtrectrin  of  Rudiolf 
Barshai,  will  appear  on  Nov.  18. 
One  of  the  finest  chamber  en¬ 
sembles  in  existence,  it  is  said, 
the  group  made  its  first  West¬ 
ern  appearances  at  England’s 
fa'med  Bath  Festival  last  sum¬ 
mer. 


Like  Fliere,  B'arshai  is  a 
graduate  of  tlie  Moscow  Co'n- 
servatory.  His  talents  as  a  com- 
po'ser  and  arranger  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  adapting  much  of  the 
music  of  the  Moscow  Chamber 
Orchestra  for  the  chamber 
group. 

Included  in  the  ensemble’s 
enormous  repertoire  are  num¬ 
bers  from  Bach,  Handel,  Corel¬ 
li,  Haydn,  Mozart,  Ravel,  Stra¬ 
vinsky,  Bartok,  Hindemith  and 
Shostakovich. 

Shanta  Rao,  rated  as  one  of 
the  great  dancers  of  the 
world,  will  head  a  small  com¬ 
pany  of  dancers  and  musi¬ 
cians  from  South  India,  who 
will  appear  Dec.  1. 

Brought  to  the  United  States 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Asia 
Society  Performing  Arts  Pro¬ 
gram,  the  dancers  will  bring 
Artist  Series  patrons  some  of 
the  most  beautiful  dances  of 
India. 

Mchini  Attam,  one  of  the 
great  dance-forms  of  the  world, 
win  be  performed  by  Shanto 


Rao.  She  rescued  this  dance 
from  oblivion  end  is  the  first 
and  foremost  exponent  of  it. 

Fo'rmer  child  prodigy  Rug¬ 
giero  Ricci  will  appear  here 
Feb.  10.  A  famed  violinist  at  the 
age  of  eight,  Ricci  has  now 
become  a  master. 

Ricci  has  achieved  such  suc¬ 
cess  that  in  1961  he  was  in¬ 
vited  to  appear  in  Russia.  He 
has  made  a  distinguished  list 
of  recordings,  including  all  24 
of  Paganini's  phenomenally 
difficult  "Caprices." 

Bringing  the  Artist  Series 
season  to  a  close  will  be  Andres 
Segovia,  who  will  appear  Feb. 
25.  Segovia  is  given  credit  for 
bringing  the  Spanish  guitar  into 
popularity. 

In  1928  Segovia  played  what 
has  been  described  a'S  the  first 
guitar  recital  ever  given  in  New 
York.  Since  then  several  con¬ 
servatories  have  added  the  in¬ 
strument  to  their  curricula,  and 
thousiands  of  young  people  have 
begun  seriously  studying  the  in¬ 
strument. 

This  Spanish  musician,  it  is 
said,  has  become  recognized 
throughout  the  world  as  one  of 
the  few  truly  unique  artists  of 
our  time.

Initiative  Wanted 

Receutly  the  Wartburg  College  Alumni  Association 
passed  a  resolution  favoring  a  more  vigorous  effort  on 
the  part  of  Wartburg  in  the  nation's  fight  against  segrega¬ 
tion  and  inequality. 

The  resolution  read,  “Believing  that  God  is  calling 
His  church  to  take,  with  no  further  delay,  a  more  direct 
and  daring  part  in  achieving  racial  justice  at  all  levels 
of  American  society,  and 

“Believing  that  the  perpetuation  of  ‘pure’  Caucasian 
islands  anywhere  in  America  is  the  primary  condition  be¬ 
hind  the  shaping  of  a  personality-crippling  segregationist 
mentality,  overt  or  latent,  and 

“Believing  that  both  minority  and  majority  groups  are 
best  served  through  personal,  everyday  contact  with  those 
who  may  be  viewed  fearfully  as  ‘different’  and 

“Believing  that  the  college  of  the  church  are  in  a 
unique  position  to  lead  the  attack  on  the  evil  of  segregat¬ 
ed  society  by  becoming  laboratories  of  racial  diversity  in 
student  body  and  faculty. 

“We,  the  executive  committee  of  the  Wartburg  Col¬ 
lege  Alumni  Association,  commend  the  college  for  past 
and  present  evidences  of  encouraging  racial  diversity:  we 
go  on  record  as  favoring  the  increasing  growth  of  such 
diversity  at  Wartburg:  and  we  specifically  urge  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  members  of  minority  groups  to  our  faculty  and 
staff  as  qualified  candidates  become  available.” 

I  believe  that  we  students  of  Wartburg  should  show 
our  feelings  of  Christian  equality,  not  only  by  agreeing 
with  this  resolution,  but  by  presenting  a  similar  resolu¬ 
tion  regarding  minority  students  and  faculty  members. 

I  hope  some  Wartburg  student  with  a  little  initiative 
will  propose  such  a  resolution  at  the  next  student  body 
meeting.  This  would  be  one  small  step  in  the  freedom 
march. 

In  past  years,  Wartburg  has  had  foreign  countries 
represented  by  people  of  minority  groups.  No  special  re¬ 
cord  has  been  kept  of  American  Negroes  attending  Wart¬ 
burg,  but  the  number  is  few. 

The  TRUMPET  especially  welcomes  all  students  of 
minority  groups  on  our  campus.  We  hope  that  you  will 
make  yourselves  a  part  of  Wartburg  by  participating  in 
student  activities  and  becoming  an  integral  part  of  cam¬ 
pus  life.

Perhaps  most  students  spent  summer  either  working 
or  vacationing.  For  a  slight  change  of  pace,  Margaret 
Judt  and  Marcia  Brenton,  seniors,  combined  the  two  and 
served  as  Parish  Mission  Builders. 


This  prograim  is  a  volunteer 
service  project  sponsored  by 
the  Youth  Department  and  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism  of 
the  American  Lutheran  Church. 

Parish  Mission  Builders,  a 
program  which  began  nine 
years  ago,  is  made  up  of  Lu- 
thern  college  youth  from  ALC 
colleges  and  state  schools. 

Parish  Mission  Builders 
(PMB'ers)  work  in  teams  of 
four  people.  Three  weeks  are 
spent  in  three  different 
churches  in  the  team's  given 
area.

PMB  work  consists  of  survey¬ 
ing,  visitation,  working  with  the 
youth  of  the  church  and  work¬ 
ing  with  the  evangelism  com¬ 
mittee. 

Marcia  and  Margaret  spent 
their  first  week  training  in 
Madison,  Wis.  Marcia’s  work 
took  her  to  Pasadena,  Calif.; 
Artesia,  Calif.;  and  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah. 

She  was  the  captain  of  the 
first  all-girl  team  of  PMB'ers. 
Her  work  consisted  of  survey¬ 
ing  certain  areas  of  these 
cities  to  determine  the  church 
memberships  and  interests  of 
the  general  public. 
Four-member  teams  were  di¬ 
vided  into  pairs  and  visited  the 
unchurched,  the  church’s  in¬ 
active  members,  the  shut-ins 
and  the  sick.  Teams  also  worked 
With  Luther  League  officers 


and  aided  in  planning  better 
programs  and  organizational 
improvements.
